Our Smallest Railway 
Stretches From End to End of an 
Island in the. Aathabasca 
River 


So much is heard, in these days, 
of the “biggest railroad in the 
world,” the “biggest pier,” the “larg- 
est acroplane,” the “greatest business 
undertaking,” that is a relief to learn 
that there is actually a railroad that 
boasts of being the smallest in the 
world and is entirely satisfied with 
its lot. This is thé Grand Island 
Railway, which stretches from end 
to end of*an island in the Athabasca 
river, in Northern Canada. ‘The en- 
tire length of track is a quarter of a 
mile, and the rolling stock comprises 
two well-worn ‘lorrics. Merchandise 
is brought to the island in boats or 
scows, transferred to the railroad, 
and shipped again by water at .the 
other end. Dhe mati who owns this 
railroad is annoyed by few strikes, 
since he has few employces;  cus- 
tomers must load the cars themsel- 
ves and propel them by hand power 
across the island. Certainly this is 
“the simple life’. with a vengeance, 
but the owner says that the 
prise returns thousands of dollars a 
year, and he léaps into the fashion- 
able superlative by claiming that his 
is not only the smallest but the most 
profitable railroad in the world.— 
Christian, Science Monitor.

A “Republic.of Soviets” 7 


No Basis for an Equitable Govern- 
ment in Such a Human Drift 


Russia is now a “republic of 
sovicts,”’ not like the United States, 
a republic of people. “Soviets” 
means councils, and the councils in 
this case are miscellancous 
of soldiers and workmen, ‘It is in 
the supposed interest and at the be- 
hest of these councils that the con- 
stitutional assemnbly, elected by uni- 
versal suffrage, has been turned out 
of doors. Hereafter, the  govern- 
ment will nominally devolve\oa the 
representatives of these soviets, sit- 


jting in a congress of their own. 


According to reliable reports: from 
the foreign correspondents ‘now in 
Russia, the soviets are composed of 
about nine former soldicrs—that is, 
deserters from the .army—to.one 
civilian workman. They represent 
merely the drift of army runaways 
who have got as far as Petrograd, 
Moscow or other centres. There is 
certainly no basis for an equitable 
government in such a. human drift. 
Messrs. Lenine and Trotsky would 
appear merely to have taken advan- 
tage of it to establish their personal 
power for a titne. : 

There is no groundwork for na- 
tional construction in such an as- 
sembly as this congress of sovicts, 
which deliberately turns aside from 
the only means of organizing the 
force of the whole nation.—Boston 
Transcript.

5,000,000 tons of coal 
and coke per year. ‘This supply, of 
‘course, has stopped. One result is 
that coal -in Sweden now sells at 
$100 a ton, and is difficult to obtain. 
In Denmark, also, the coal shortage 
is acute. In Copenhagen’s finest de- 
partmental store clerks wear big 
straw slippers and woolen blankets 
because there is not ccal enough to 
keep the place properly heated. 

Automobile tires are scarce in 
Denmark and consequently have sky- 
rocketed in price. A single tire sold 
for $540 there last October. 

Tea in Sweden is $8 a pound. Cof- 
fee is practically unobtainable. Wool- 
en clothing has increased more than 
200 per cent. in price since the be- 
ginning of the war. Chocolate sells 
for $3 a pound; ham for $1 a pound. 

Gasoline, likewise, is difficult to 
obtain, and the price of it is prohi- 
bitive—last October it was $2 a gal- 
lon. : : ;

The scarcity and consequent: ab- 
normal prices of motoring  necessi- 
ties—tires and gasoline, for example 
—have necessarily affected the use 
of pleasure cars. Recently there 
were only seventeen taxi cabs oper- 
ating in Stockholm. : 

In the spring of 1916 ordinary low- 
grade walking shoes in Sweden had 
increased in price to $11 a pair. They 
are now $25 a-pain ;
